THE KASSON DIVORCE CASE. 


Statemént by Friend of the Gen- 
Des Motnss, Iowa, March 17, 1866. 

Editors Missouri prat:--I noti 
in your publication of e 14th ins 
what purports to be a history of the 
Hon. John A. E1sson divorce case, as 
given by ap lowa paper. Being famil- 
lar with thé facts of the case, I am 
proinpted through friendship for our 
able Representative in Congress to cor- 
rect some of the statements in such pub- 

lished account of the unhappy affuir. 

Mr. Kasson made no confession of 
guilt of the charges of infidelity on his 
part. He did not meet his wife in this 
city, on his return from Washington, 
and confess to her tbe truth of certain 
charges against him of adultery with 
certain persons. 

The attorney of Mrs. Kasson notified 
her husband -by letter of the intention 
of his wife to commence suit for divorce, 
and that the bill would charge him with 
adultery with certain persons named, 
and with others unknown. | | 

On_his (Mr. Kasson’s) arrival in this 
city, late on Friday evening, he went 
directly to the office of the attorney of 
his wife, for the purpose of seeing the 
petition for divorce, and the charges 
against him. Upon examination he 
found charges of adultery by him with 
certain persons named, which he denied, 
and stated that he should resist such ac- 
cusations. He finally agreed with the 
attorney that if his wife would strike 
out the objectionable part of the peti- 
tion, that he woukd admit the general 
charge of adultery. This was agreed 
to. The next day Mr. Kasson and the 
attorney of Mrs. Kasson together went 
to Indianola, in Warren county, where 
the petition was filed. Notice being | 
waived, Mr. Kasson filed his answer, 
briefly as follows: 7 | 

“After seven years of domestic trou- 
ble, which I have tried in vain to ar- 
rest, I now take the responsibility of 
admitting the allegations of the petition, 
and join in the prayer for a divorce.” 

I am of the opinion that a large ma- 
jority of the constituents of Mr. Kasson 
will never believe him guilty of adul- 
‘tery, and sympathize with him in the 
extreme course he has been obliged to 
pursue in order to free himself from his 
jealous and unhappy wife.
